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A boarding school is a major enterprise and it does not work well unless 
all of its components do their assigned tasks with a high degree of dedica- 
tion, This takes training and commitment, but it also requires a fair generosity 
of spirit. In this, we are lucky, because everybody involved in this enterprise 
has that great generosity of spirit, from the support staff who look after us 
all so well and make sure we are well-fed and well-housed and comfor- 
table, to the teaching faculty who give unsparingly of their time and ad- 
vice - especially advice, whether we want it or not, to the Trustees who give 
of their time and expertise without stint. And we must never foget those 
students who work quietly and unannounced for the good of the school, 
their house, their class. To everybody involved with this enterprise, my deep 
and sincere thanks, 

Nothing is worth more to us than our good name, our reputation, or as 
the writer of the Baccalaureate proverb said, our good repute in the eyes 
of God and man. I will say it again, nothing, absolutely nothing, is worth 
more to you than your good reputation. Your whole professional life will be 
built on this, as will all of your other relationships, Without it, you are nothing, 
an outcast, somebody to be avoided . 

How do you get and maintain this good name? The answer itself Is quite 
simple and straight forward. You start by showing loyalty to those people 
and organizations which have supported and been loyal to you. And you 
must be absolutely faithful in this loyalty because there are no half measures. 
But there is a higher degree of loyalty demanded of all of us, and that is 
the loyalty and faithfulness we show to those great ideals that make civiliz- 
ed living possible. I will suggest to you that one of the loyalties we owe, and 
which we do not meet very well, is loyalty for our country. This is never more 
important than when there is a threat to its continued good health, as there 
is today. Canada deserves your loyalty, for it has been good to you, and 
now, I think, it needs some faithfulness and affection in return. 

Along with loyalty and faithfulness, you also must be generous to those 
in need. If you can help, and you do not do so when asked, then your reputa- 
tion for fair dealing is severely hurt. Surely, I hope that you have learned 
this, coming as you do from so many different backgrounds and having 
had to live and work and support each other. It is a terrible thing to refuse 
help when you are able to give if. 

And one last thing: be careful and wise in your choice of heroes. In this 
age of instant communication, image is everything and entire careers are 
built on it. But take a moment to think about the foundations of that image, 
what reality underlies it? is the image based on appearance only, as is one 
based on ruthlessness and exploitation, is it one based on achievement or 
service? Our heroes are important to us, but let us at least make the effort 
to choose the right heroes for the right reasons, and to base our lives on 
real values which last and do not change and fade with the seasons.

In my first season as head coach of the Junior Boys program, I was 
faced with the difficult task of transforming a group of young, yet quite 
talented individuals/into a cohesive team unit.
